Hotel, Philadelphia, Pa., on 
January 9, 1959. Approximately 100 people were present, 
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including the subject, The main speaker talked on the 
subject, "Censorship in the Theater," and made the following 
comments:. Censorship as such did not exist in the theater; 
however, book censorship and "blacklisting" of actors did 
affect theatrical production.. There are two kinds of 
censorship -- pre-censorship and post-censorship. Pre- 
censorship is exemplified in the film industry where cutting 
and splicing is determined by a number of private morals , 
groups prior to the relmse of the film. Post-censorship 
would include the book industry when the book or play is 
reviewed and then banned to a given area or to a group of 
people, 


"Blacklisting" was not unique to the United 
States, nor was it a recent innovation. Much publicity | 
was given to it in the McCARTHY days and many an artist 
suffered. There was an objection to the so-called political 
views of the artist, not the play or the theater. Artists 
suffered because the public acquiesced to self-styled, 
self-righteous political pressure groups. 


Like “it or not, theatrical production is a business. 
If it is indicated that a production will not make money at 
a given time, no producer could cut his throat economically. 
Neither anti-Communist nor pro-Communist plays can draw 
crowds worthy of the effort necessary to produce them. 


After this speaker concluded his remarks, it was 
announced that those present could do a job fighting those 
who imposed political censorship on the people by urging the 
abolition. of the House Committee.on Un-American Activities 
and its counterpart in the U.S. PERCE 


FRANCIS JENNINGS, husband of the subject, 
announced a series of cases were being arranged to be. 
presented before the Pennsylvania Supreme Court, which. 
cases involved teachers who. were fired in the state of 
Pennsylvania on the grounds of incompetence, but who were 
really fired because they refused to give testimony before 
a committee of the U.S. House of Representatives. 


Confidential informant PH T-5 further advised as

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On February 13, 1959, a forum sponsored by the. 
Teachers Union of Philadelphia was held at the Drake Hotel, 
Philadelphia, Pa. The main speaker lectured on the topic,

as follows: Creativity and the move to action, which are 
the by-products of thought, are being smothered in favor 
of a blanket of conformity. Any group or individual. can 
command attention by not only telling teachers what they. 
are to teach, but also telling them how to teach their 
subject. Budgets for educating children are kept at a. 
minimum while budgets for the destruction of the human species 
soar to fantastic heights.
